In interviews broadcast on NBC and CNN on 
Wednesday, the president also said experienced 
prosecutors in the case who specialize in terror- 
ism have offered assurances that “we’ll convict 
this person with the evidence they’ve got, going 
through our system.”

ALDERMEN DIP INTO STEALTH BUDGET TO 
PUT RELATIVES, CAMPAIGN OPERATIVES 
ON THE PAYROLL-AT TAXPAYER EXPENSE

As City Hall struggles to pay for basic ser- 
vices, a stealth budget account worth millions 
has allowed Chicago aldermen to put family 
members, campaign operatives and those with 
political baggage on yet another taxpayer-fund- 
ed payroll. 

Operating without scrutiny, one alderman 
hired the mother of a former top mayoral aide 
later convicted of rigging city hiring. Another 
hired a city worker ousted for sexual harassment 
allegations. Several others hired relatives. 

‘All of us (aldermen) have family members 
on the payroll,” said Aid. Isaac Carothers, 29th, 
who has paid a relative more than $30,000 
since January 2008. “That’s nothing new” 

The revelation comes as Mayor Daley pre- 
pares to ask a federal judge to end decades of 
court supervision over City Hall’s clout-heavy 
hiring practices, arguing that patronage is dead. 
But the city’s hiring compliance officer told the 
Tribune he didn’t know about the payroll of 
about $1.3 million a year. 

Neither did the attorney whose lawsuit led 
to a ban on most political hiring in the city He 
said the practice could be improper. 

“If it’s not remedied, it’s going to have to be 
presented to the court,” said Michael Shakman, 
the attorney who 40 years ago brought the land- 
mark federal case that led to a court-enforced 
consent decree on hiring. 

The little-known account also represents 
another pot of money for aldermen to employ 
people close to them, on top of the tax dollars 
they receive to hire staff members and their 
newly expanded expense accounts worth up to 
$73,280 a year. 


AROUND FOR DECADES 
Other political connections 
on the payroll include: 

»19th Ward Democratic Committeeman 
Matthew J. O’Shea, who was paid more than 
$43,000 during 2008 and early 2009 to work 
for Aid. Virginia Rugai in his home ward. She 
also pays him from her separate aldermanic 
expense account. 

» Delmarie Cobb, who was paid thousands 
from Aid. Leslie Hairston’s campaign fund 
for political consulting, also received nearly 
$28,000 from the city payroll fund between 
January 2008 and July 2009 to prepare 
newsletters, news releases and publicize ward 
meetings for the 5th ward alderman. 

The payroll has been around for decades. 
According to the line item in the budget, 
aldermen are allowed to hire people “to 
perform secretarial, clerical, stenographic, 
research, investigations or other functions 
expressly related to the office of aldermen.’’ 
Employees paid through the fund don’t show 
up on the regular city payroll. 

^ 

The Tribune examined the payroll for 2008 
and the first half of 2009. Aldermen questioned 
about the practice said the money covers lim- 
ited wages, without benefits, for people who 
do important community work in their wards. 
And they waved off concerns about hiring 
those with political connections— including 
their relatives. 

Aid. George Cardenas, 12th, pays his father 
$13 an hour, according to city records that 
show Armando Cardenas puts in 180 hours a 
month— the equivalent of 45 hours a week. He 
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made $23,500 last year, when he was work- 
ing fewer hours. 

The alderman said his father knows the 
community very well and puts in more hours 
than he’s paid for, assisting residents who 
contact the office for help. 

“He does a lot of things— a lot of the 
things in the community that people have 
no idea about,” George Cardenas said. 

Carothers refused to say if the William 
Carothers on his payroll was father or broth- 
er, who have the same name. Carothers 
faces federal bribery charges, and his father, 
a former alderman, went to prison for public 
corruption. 

Aid. John Pope, loth, hired a former 
Streets and Sanitation worker who’s sup- 
posed to be banned from working for the 
city 

The worker, Thomas Sadzak resigned 
from the department in 2005 after city 
officials recommended he be fired over 
allegations he sexually harassed a co- 
worker, according to court documents. He 
was placed on a list of former employees 
who should not be re-hired, according to 
a source. 

Pope hired Sadzak and paid him nearly 
$18,000 from January 2008 until July 2009, 
according to the records. During some of 
that time, Sadzak also appeared on the regu- 
lar city payroll, records show. 

Shakman said Sadzak’s continued employ- 
ment, is “another example of how poor the 
city is in policing itself” 

Pope professed only a vague knowledge of 
the accusations against Sadzak. “I know he 
was accused of something,” Pope said. “He 
did resign,” Pope said. “He didn’t admit 
guilt.” 

Sadzak is “a people person” who knows 
the far Southeast Side ward well and works 
hard. Pope said. Reached at Pope’s office, 
Sadzak declined to comment. 

Pope also hired the mother of A 1 Sanchez, 
the former city Streets and Sanitation 
commissioner convicted last year on charges 
he rigged city hiring to reward people loyal 
to Daley and his political allies. A 1 Sanchez 
was a leader of the Hispanic Democratic 
Organization, which helped get Pope 
elected. 

About half a dozen of the names on the 
payroll match those of people who appeared 
on a “clout list” that was a key exhibit in 
the federal trial of former Daley patron- 
age chief Robert Sorich. He was convicted 
and imprisoned for his role in a scheme to 
reward political campaign workers with city 
jobs.

The CTA should bring back conductors on Red Line trains as a 
safety measure or remove all trains from service for inspections 
until the problem of open doors on moving trains is solved, a tran- 
sit union leader said Wednesday 

The call for drastic action was issued by Robert Kelly, president 
of Local 308 of the Amalgamated Transit Union, based on two 
recent incidents. 

In one a toddler in a stroller apparently became caught in train 
doors Nov 2 at the Morse station on the Red Line. The child was 
flung trackside, but she suffered only minor injuries. On Sunday, 
passengers reported that one set of doors failed to close on a Red 
Line train as it traveled from the Addison station, according to the 
CTA. No injuries were reported. 

CTA officials responded by saying problems with trains’ sen- 
sitive door edges, which determine whether a door stays shut or 
pops open, are relatively uncommon, and there is no systemic issue 
that should worry riders.

A gun found under the body of Chicago school 
board president Michael Scott belonged to him and 
gunshot residue was found on his left hand, but 
Chicago Police Supt. Jody Weis said Wednesday he’s 
not yet ready to conclude Scott shot himself in the 
head. 

Weis said detectives are still waiting for ballistics 
tests that would show whether the gun was used to 
shoot Scott. 

Police also are reviewing security video to see if 
anyone was in the car with him behind the Chicago 


Apparel Center along the North Branch of the 
Chicago River early Monday morning. 

However, Weis said cameras that would have given 
detectives the best view were not working. 

“We want to be thorough, we want to be complete,” 
said Weis, who has so far stopped short of declaring 
the death a suicide even though the Cook County 
medical examiner has reached that conclusion. 

Weis did say that police have ruled out robbery 
because a money clip, a credit card and Scott’s phone 
were found at the scene.

Englewood saw two homicides this week, 
bringing its 2009 murder toll to 17 victims. 

On Sunday, a 20-year-old man was found shot 
to death in the 500 block of West 58th Street, 
according to police information. The next day, a 
21-year-old man was shot and killed about four 
blocks away. 

This year, Englewood has seen 16 shooting 
deaths and one fatal beating, a RedEye analysis 
of preliminary police data found. 

Fourteen of the 17 victims were male, 14 were 
under the age of 30 when they died and all 
victims were black, according to data from the 
Cook County Medical Examiner’s Office. 

Citywide, the homicide death toll for the 
year surpassed 400 victims this month. As of 
Wednesday, there have been 418 homicide 
victims, including 11 victims of automobile 
crashes in which the driver was initially charged 
with reckless homicide, RedEye found. 

This month, there have been 25 homicides, 
including a fatal car crash that killed two 
people in Greater Grand Crossing. The driver 
in that crash initially was charged with reckless 
homicide. Police logged 38 murders in 
November last year, tswartz@tribune.com

McNabb, who was pulled at one point last 
season, was asked for his thoughts about a quar- 
terback dealing with such a demotion. 

“Nobody wants to be benched,” McNabb 
said Wednesday “Fm sure you guys don’t want 
to be pulled from writing your great articles 
that you guys write ... a suspension for a week 


or two. Then you’ll probably be outside kicking 
old papers, sitting on the bench drinking coffee 
and feeling like nobody loves you.” 

McNabb offered his thoughts on Cutler, who 
leads the league with 17 interceptions. 

“He’s an aggressive guy,” McNabb said. “He 
always has the confidence that he can get the 
ball into tight situations and give his guys the 
opportunity to make plays. Sometimes, that’s 
costly for you. Sometimes, it’s great for you. 

‘A lot of it can be decision-making. Some could 
be just poor judgment. And the list goes on. But I 
think, overall, you want your quarterback to be 
aggressive and play aggressive and have the con- 
fidence that they can make every throw” 

McNabb was asked about his mentality in 
the red zone. 

“You have to be a little bit cautious but still 


stay aggressive,” he said. “You want to try and 
put it on your guy’s body, so you may try to give 
him a ‘heater’ so to speak, throw it a little bit 
harder than usual. 

“I think also, what you have to do as a quar- 


terback is recognize what you’re seeing, try to 
get it to the open guy And also, give credit to 
the defense. Sometimes the defense locks down 
your guys and you just have to do what’s best 
with the ball— either run yourself or throw it out 
of bounds for the next play” 

As for talk of him ending up in Chicago, 
McNabb said that hasn’t stopped despite the 
Bears’ trade for Cutler. 

“That will never stop,” McNabb said with a 
laugh. “But Jay’s going to be all right. It’s still a 
long season ahead of us. I look for good things to 
happen over here in Philadelphia, and I’m sure 
he’s looking for the same thing in Chicago.”

Don’t worry, you don’t have to be able to spell Benjyehuda to eat 
there. But if you’d like to try— say for the purpose of e-mailing a 
pal the name of your lunchtime meeting spot— it helps to under- 
stand the origins of the name. 

It’s actually pretty simple: The owner’s name is Benji Rosen, and 
the inspiration to open up a street food-focused spot in Chicago 
came to him while he was while eating on Ben ^huda Street, a 
pedestrian mall in Jerusalem filled with vendors and tasty street 
eats. Put it all together, and what do you have? A tough to spell 
(and pronounce— it’s ben-jay-HOO-dah, for the record) but 
satisfying new Loop lunch option specializing in street food 
favorites such as falafel, cheese fries and churros, 

Benjyehuda, which Rosen operates with his wife, Stacey caters 
to Loop workers and hungry traders from the nearby Chicago 
Board of Trade, opening at ii a,m, for lunch and shuttering in the 
late afternoon. It’s easy to get in and out fast, with counter service 
and ample seating at a mix of comfy booths and stools facing coun- 
ters along the walls of the modern, industrial-inspired space. It’s 
also easy to get in and out for less than $io a person. 

The menu focuses on budd-your-own sandwiches and meals 
that begin with pita or laffa (a hand-stretched flatbread) or a bed 
of rice or romaine lettuce. Then you choose a fiUing, either falafel 
or shawarma from cones built fresh and roasted daily ($4,99- 
$7,49), Once you’ve got the basics, load ’em up with a variety of 
house-made toppings, including hot sauce, hummus and red cab- 
bage salad, Undecideds can go for a Yehuda flight ($7,29), a trio of

mini-pitas (falafel, chicken shawarma, beef shawarma) with fries. 
The rough-cut, skin-on fries also are available a la carte, sold by 
the one-pound bag ($1,79) with the option to add cheddar sauce 
(99 cents) made from Merkt’s (yes, the awesomely retro Wisconsin 
cheese spread), A full pound might sounds like a lot of fries, but 
these crispy taters are so good we couldn’t stop eating them, 
(When we inquired as to the secret, Rosen could only tell us they 
were the same recipe he used at Northbrook hot dog stand Little 
Louie’s, which he once owned,) The unexpected bonus? Fyou 
can’t remember how to pronounce Benjyehuda, you’ve got an easy 
workaround. Just teU your lunch buddy you’ll meet him at that 
new place with the amazing fries,

Kessler talks

Northbrook native and singer-songwriter Todd Kessler began his 
music career in 2007 with a handful of songs and a couple of hired 
musicians. 


Kessler’s new studio project, Todd Kessler and the New Folk, boasts a roster of nine musi- 
cians, each of them bringing something different to the smorgasbord of sound. 

“The new songs have developed quite differently than the old material,” Kessler told RedEye.

How would you describe your sound?

It must be terrifying to know 
that fame, like an all-consuming 
tidal wave, is about to break over 
you at any moment. 

But if Taylor Lautner's scared, he's not show- 
ing it. When talking about his starring role as 
Jacob Black in “The Twilight Saga: New Moon,” 
opening at midnight Thursday, the 17-year-old 
star exudes an effortless boy-next-door charm. 
His demeanor, although somewhat guarded, is 
more small-town high school football star than 
newly minted teen heartthrob. 

The follow-up to last year's box-office break- 
out “Twilight,” “New Moon” continues the 
story in Stephenie Meyer's best-selling novels 
about high school student Bella Swan and the 
two supernatural suitors vying for her affec- 
tions, Jacob is the underdog in that particular 
battle, although “New Moon” centers largely on 
his relationship with Bella (Kristen Stewart), 
Heartbroken after the departure of her 
brooding vampire beau, Edward Cullen (Robert 
Pattinson), she finds solace in Jacob, but he has 
problems of his own— namely, a massive crush 
on Bella and a just-discovered genetic mutation 
that causes him to turn into a werewolf, no full 
moon required, 

“When I was reading the books, I felt so bad 
for Jacob's character,” Lautner said earlier this 
year on the set of the film in Vancouver, 

“I was, like, ‘Wow, he can't get the girl he 
wants, and he's being shut down and used,' But 
now that I'm actually filming it and living this 
character, I feel so much worse,” 

Lautner had to actively lobby to ensure that 
he would be the one to feel so bad. Although 
he appeared in “Twilight,” Jacob has a much 
smaller part in that story He not only moves 
to the forefront in “New Moon,” but the char- 
acter also morphs from an average teen to an 
imposing 16 -year-old standing roughly 6 feet, 
5 inches, Lautner didn't experience the same 
sort of growth spurt, leading to talk of recast- 
ing the role for the movie. 

But the actor fought to convince the produc- 
ers and director Chris Weitz that, although he 
might not be able to will himself to be taller, 
he still could appear physically imposing. He 
worked out for roughly 90 minutes every day 
for nearly a year, ultimately gaining about 
30 pounds of lean muscle, 

“He's ripped,” said producer Wyck Godfrey, 
“like Marky Mark in 1991,” 

“It was always the right call to keep him— 
from a character standpoint— because people 
connected to Taylor as Jacob in the first movie,”

Godfrey added, “The only thing that ever stood 
in our way was the physical description of Jacob 
in the second and third book. But Taylor when 
we were making ‘Twilight' wasn't the same 
Taylor that showed up when we were ready to 
start making ‘New Moon,' ” 

Almost any up-and-coming actor would go to 
great lengths to protect a coveted lead role in 
a major movie franchise, but Laut net's deter- 
mination to continue on as Jacob might have 
grown out of a sense of obligation to his family 
rather than just a desire to further his career. 
As a child, he met up with an L,A, -based kara- 
te instructor during a competition in Louisville, 


who believed Lautner had the chops to pursue 
acting, Lautner's parents moved with Taylor and 
his younger sister from Grand Rapids, Mich,, to 
Southern California for one month to see if he 
could break into the business, Lautner got his 
first callback near the end of that trial period, 
and they decided to make the relocation per- 
manent, 

“My parents said to me, ‘Look, if you want 
to continue doing this, we can't do it from 
Michigan— we have to live in L,A,,"' Lautner 
said by phone last week, “I think it was when 
I was, like, 10 years old. It was a really difficult 
decision for me, and obviously an extremely 


difficult and risky decision for my parents but 
luckily I have a very supportive family behind 
me. Thank goodness it worked,” 

Lautner, who appeared in 2005's “The 
Adventures of Sharkboy and Lavagirl 3-D'' 
and “Cheaper by the Dozen 2,” met with the 
approval of “Team Jacob,” the faction of Meyer's 
fans who believe that Bella belongs with Jacob, 
not Edward, 

That lobby is likely to be very excited about 
Lautner's work in “New Moon”— given that 
throughout a considerable percentage of 
the movie, he's dressed in little more than 
denim cutoffs, Lautner said his bare-chested

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Stewart adjusts to 
‘Twilight’ spotlight

Kristen Stewart was a bundle of nerves talking 
about “Twilight” a year ago. She’s far more con- 
fident these days as “The Twilight Saga: New 
Moon” gets ready to rise in theaters Thursday 

“I think I’ve gotten a lot more comfortable 
with talking about myself,” Stewart said recent- 
ly “I couldn’t finish a sentence because I was 
so concerned about how it was going to sound, 
and I didn’t want to come across insincere 
about something that I really love to do. 

“I realized that instead of refraining from 
saying things, I should have said T put my heart 
and soul into this thing and I love it’ instead of 
the really logical, over-analytical reason why I 
love it.”

I don’t take 
it personally, because I’ve had so much experi- 
ence it’s gotten easier to talk about the work.” 

It’s helped that Stewart, 19, has had other 
acting jobs, which are a calming eye in the mid- 
dle of the media hurricane. Along with filming 
“New Moon” and the next movie in the series, 
“Eclipse,” she also made “The Runaways” with 
“New Moon” co-star Dakota Fanning. Her 
quirky ‘Adventureland” was released earlier 
this year. 

The “New Moon” filming was the best dis- 
traction because it forced Stewart to go in a 
very different acting direction. While the first 
film was about finding true love, “New Moon” 
is about her character Bella trying to rebound 
from the emotional crash that comes when love 
is lost. 

“What I really love about ‘New Moon’ is you 
really see this girl build herself back up and by 
the time she makes this rash decision to spend 
eternity with a vampire, she’s in a position that 
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you actually believe it,” she said. “You are old 
enough, you are mature enough to know Tbu’ve 
lived life. She grows up.” 

While Stewart has been distracted by her 
work, the fans have remained focused on the 
film and its actors. They’ve been ravenous to 
know every small detail. Stewart got a better 
handle on dealing with all that attention when 
she stopped trying to be so guarded about what 


she said. 

“I’m always going to keep what’s important 
to me,” she said. “People are always gonna want 
more, and I completely understand, consider- 
ing that we’re playing characters that are so cov- 
eted by so many people. I get why they want 
to know more about us and they want us to be 
together and all of that. I just have to sort of not 
think about it.”

Worried about your bag being stolen in baggage claim? 'YbuVe got plenty of com- 
pany especially since the news broke recently about police arresting a suburban 
Phoenix couple on suspicion of stealing nearly i,ooo bags from carousels at Phoenix 
Sky Harbor International Airport. Although airlines say that they recover nearly all 
the bags that owners report missing and that only a tiny percentage are truly lost— 
because they were misplaced, rerouted, stolen, abandoned or whatever— that’s 
small comfort to victims. Here are 8 steps you can take to protect your possessions, 
gleaned from research and chats with security experts: 



Don’t check bags 

D If you pack lightly, you can 
handle more trips with just 
a carry-on, which also spares you 
from bag fees. 

Keep valuables 
with you

Don’t dally 

March down to baggage claim 
as soon as you get off the 
plane and park yourself where the 
baggage spills down the chute onto 
the carousel, Mclndoe suggested.
